Bringing that number over 
the last years hardly seems like prog- 
ress. 

Less quantifiable but equally perva- 
sive the informal resistance women 
one sees everywhere the State House.

and then collect the money from 
the taxpayers when property taxes are 
routinely collected. 

The fiscal mini-crisis has occurred be- 
cause, year ago, the legislature refused 
appropriate money fund the 
county’s entire debt payment. According 
both state and county officials, the 
move was intended punish the county 
for increasing its annual budgets with 
funds provided the little-known 
Emergency Loan Board (ELB), body 
comprising the secretary state, the at- 
torney general, and the head the 
Bureau Accounts within the Depart- 
ment Revenue. Ordinarily, the legisla- 
ture sets county budgets, even though the 
bills are paid local property-tax- 
payers. Because localities are not repre- 
sented the budgetary process, the year- 
fiscal bartering between county com- 
missioners and the Joint 
Committees Counties traditionally 
provided rich harvest patronage and 
nepotism. 

But the deals commissioners cut with 
the Counties Committee frequently 
not yield enough money sate the com- 
missioners’ appetite for patronage. And 
when the commissioners are not pleased 
with the way the horse trading goes, they 
often move the ELB and appeal for 
additional funds neat detour the 
budgetary authority. The 
absurdity this system becomes clear 
when one reminded that, the end, the 
legislature must approve the appropria- 
tions (from property taxes) repay the 
loans that were made the ELB coun- 
ties that declined live within the bud- 
gets that the legislature approved the 
first place. 

fiscal 1981, for example, Middlesex 
County got legislative permission 
spend approximately $22.4 million 
property-tax dollars, and received ap- 
proximately $2.5 million from the ELB 
11-percent overrun already 
bloated budget. 

The Middlesex County commis-. 
sioners have known for nearly year that 
they would come short this June, but 
have done nothing prepare for the 
shortfall. place inert here, really 
said frustrated Larkin. 
doing any work around here unless 
involves them getting money.” 

After Larkin was elected commis- 
sioner, last November, proposed hir- 
ing freeze the county avert the 
impending fiscal calamity. But has 
been consistently outvoted Commis- 
sioners McLaughlin and Danehy. Mc- 
Laughlin and Danehy did not attend the 
commissioners’ meeting last Tuesday, 
which this fiscal mess was discussed. Nor 
did they attend last meeting; 
they sent representatives both ses- 
sions. Neither was available for com- 
ment for this story.

highway department particu- 

lar, another notable example waste 
and inefficiency, has also run through its 
budget prematurely. Last week, depart- 
ment employees were paid for only three- 
and-a-half days’ work, and county offi- 
cials say will their last pay until July 
unless the legislature grants county 
request for supplemental budget that 
totals $2.16 million. According Wil- 
liam Gustis, aide Larkin, the high- 
way department needs approximately

This news was greeted with surprise 
and, some cases, laughter state 
cials who read Phoenix expose last week 
that focused the county’s highway 
department. reported that:

ployment papers the county are fre- 
quently back-dated, that salaries for 
jobs temporarily vacated not remain 
unpaid. 

According Larkin, the highway

Tired going out for Sunday brunch 
and having wait line for table, 
only told that the restaurant out 
croissants? were, too, until 
unearthed brand new place that 
provides offbeat, restful alternative 
eggs Benedict and the New York 
Times. 

Sister City Tea House just the kind 
establishment you expect see 
the beaten path high-rent 
commercial district (it’s below street 
level Newbury between Clarendon 
and Dartmouth don’t blink 
miss it). But once you descend the 
sparkling-clean spiral stairway, you 
begin wonder why one’s thought 
before. The tea house the 
brainchild former beat poet Cid 
Corman, who’s still active poetry 
circles (you can purchase his books and 
magazines the shop); he’s moved 
back Boston after running, with his 
brother-in-law, Sister City’s sister shop, 
Kyoto, Japan (the only place that 
city where one can get blueberry ice 
cream and pecan pie), for years. 

Kyoto Boston’s city, hence 
the name Corman’s new enterprise. 
Smooth beige terrazzo tiles cover the 
floor; abstract paintings and Japanese 
scrolls hang the stark white walls, 
which are offset blond wood beams;

one woman. Most 
grew with the message 
that childlessness 
ishness and that childless women 
particular are pitiable 
perverse. The need explain per- 
sists because regardless all the 
debate still out the ordin- 
ary remain childless, and be- 
cause people who wish not be- 
come parents are widely sus- 
pected narcissism and be- 
ing, somehow, unnatural. 


For the most part, reasons like 
these elicit more support than 
hostility from friends. The un- 
decided are willing listen 
anyone made choice, and 
even people who are planning 
ahead and have baby fre- 
quently have arrived that 
decision only after having con- 
sidered some many their 
friends’ reasons for refraining; 
neither they participate the 
vague but persistent cultural dis- 
trust and disdain for the child- 
less. For the most part, they 
simply state their intention 
bear offspring and leave that. 
Rarely are they asked explain 
why. Even more rarely they 
volunteer their reasons. 

This odd silence arises partly 
out deference the difficulty 
their childless friends’ minor- 
ity position, and partly because 


the reasons for having kids are 
abstract and require words that 
sound cloying phony when 
spoken aloud. Who wants talk 
about great chain being? 
about passing traditions? 
about wanting experience the 
love parent for child redis- 
covering the world you teach 
your baby? 

the age 30-plus without be- 
ing well acquainted with the 
risks, without worrying about 
one’s ability cope parent, 
without fear what the future 
might bring. leap faith. 
someone who has decided not 
leap alongside you without 
sounding pompous judgmen- 
tal? 

the ones who will and the 
ones who circle each other 
warily, avoiding the heart the 
issue for fear laying trip 
appearing self-righteous, and 
everyone wordlessly worries 
about what baby will 
friendship. 

How does the one share her 
excitement? How can the other set 
limits? Can exhausted mother 
complain her childless friend? 
Will the childless woman seem 
petty she worries about money 
now that her respon- 
sibilities are much greater? 
Babies generate endless ques- 
tions well laundry and color 
prints.

The Spy Who Loved (1977), 
arguably the best Bond movie ever, had developed 
clever, ironic approach the character. Moore must 
have known that didn’t have him act like kill- 
er, even like stud.

Stripes, Bill Murray brings new kind craziness 
liberating. Crazy humor, course, has been around 
for ages. But it’s long been the province madcap Jew- 
ish comics like Woody Allen, who could play their wild- 
est fantasies off the sane, responsible, moralistic outlook 
Jewish culture. With the late came new style 
humor: WASP craziness. Like Jewish craziness, WASP 
craziness was blatant comic attack the world ra- 
tionality, but lacked the moral tensions and finger- 
pointing cynicism that underlie Jewish humor and give 
its aggressive kick. Comics like Steve Martin, Chevy 
Chase, Martin Mull, and Bill Murray gave laid-back, 
off-the-wall humor that was wonderfully frivolous. 
They did parody sorts, sending nightclub singers, 
talk-show hosts, newsmen, and hot-shot studs, but 
the satire always took back seat silliness. Unlike 
Lenny Bruce, Woody Albert Brooks, these 
comics challenging the straight world. They were 
too unfettered heavy-duty satirists; instead, they 
took special, private joy their own flights fancy. 
And because they spoke and looked straight, there 
was way imagine where their personalities the 
madness came from (as you could with Woody Allen).

ack DeJohnette’s was 

natural crowd-pleaser from its inception two 

years ago. The drummer-leader parlayed his 

own flexibility and personality, the new- 
found public taste for mixing swing and free- 
forms, balanced book catchy originals and jazz 
standards, and two the hottest horn players 
the moment, Arthur Blythe and David Murray. 
Special Edition, the first album, suggested 
the band’s power without capturing the full wal- 
lop its Jonathan appearances. Still, 
was voted album the year several quarters. 
And now there’s the sequel, Tin Can Alley, re- 
corded last fall with different saxophonists but 
much the same feeling. 

Chico Freeman and John Purcell, the new front 
line, bring substantial changes the 
approach. Most obviously, they play more instru- 
ments than their predecessors: flute, bass clarinet, 
and tenor sax for Freeman; flute, alto, and bari- 
tone sax for Purcell. Despite the changing tex- 
tures, there greater stylistic consistency than 
the first Special Edition, where the lyrical and 
time-centered Blythe played Mr. Inside Mur- 
gruffer, untethered Mr. Outside. Freeman 
and Purcell can and cut loose, but they 
place greater stress incisive melody and en- 
semble blends, which approach the creamy 

Freeman continues polish his tenor sound, 
taking classic fullness during the title track. 
Elsewhere, when most wistfully inclined, Freeman 
can pass for inquisitive alto (his Rhap- 
entrance calls mind Cannonball Adder- 


ley “Flamenco Newcomer John 
Purcell find. has enough confidence not 
fight the baritone, take his time building 
solo Can Alley.” And the girth his alto 
sound adds weight his work with the smaller 
horn. Yet the individual strengths the hornmen 
are not what stand out Tin Can Alley, for 
DeJohnette the writer and leader has designed the 
album that each horn’s performance merges into 
and reinforces the other. 

Only the title piece, which opens the album 
cooking hard and contains extended solo state- 
ments the saxes and bassist Peter Warren, feels 
like straight-ahead blowing number. The lengthy 
“Pastel that follows much more epi- 
sodic, with recurring cadence (usually played 
the full band) interrupting the solo space. DeJohn- 
ette, piano, dominates (he also accompanies his 
piano solo drums, which makes the recorded 
the studio claim the album cover bit 
inscrutable). source alluded to, though 
tel’’ might well elegy for Bill Evans. Side two 
stresses collective blowing, first 
boppish line leading bass-clef riffing 
and growling over the cello, and the 
funky trance Know.”

art Camille Pissarro 
has often been overlooked 
studies Impression- 
ism. Yet there much documen- 
tary evidence, such the 
correspondence, attesting the 
key role Pissarro played the 
artistic developments his day.

Harvard’s Fogg Museum has 
organized small show (through 
July whose focus the interac- 
tion between Pissarro and his 
artistic contemporaries.

The modernity Impression- 
ism lies not the realism its 
imagery but its integration 
imagery with the material reality 
painting. These two key 
aspects came into more im- 
mediate conjunction the work 
Pissarro, Monet, Seurat, and 
others than almost any works 
their predecessors. Very little 
imaginative effort required 
move from seeing Pissarro 
cate pattern pigments (and 
back again). Prior Monet and 
Pissarro, representing visual ex- 
perience painting had nearly 
always meant misrepresenting the 
reality that painting is. 
(Nineteenth-century French aca- 
demic painting extreme 
example this phenomenon.) 
The Impressionists’ efforts 
throw more visual weight 


literal qualities painting fore- 
shadowed the radical experi- 
ments Modernism. 

Another anticipation 
Modernism apparent the 
present exhibition revealed 
the Impressionists’ choice sub- 
ject matter. Pissarro, Monet, 
Degas, and others made crucial 
commitment images 
quotidian reality, especially 
their urban views. own 
commitment experimentation 
must have grown part out 
his political ideas: avowed 
anarchist through most his 
career, can scarcely have 
doubted the value going his 
own artistic way. perhaps not 
surprising that returned 
repeatedly factory near 
Pontoise subject.

women and exotic food, and then 
escape save the world. For 
Your Eyes Only, Bond doesn’t get 
any infiltrating all. for 
the tycoon’s hideaway, it’s 
monastic fortress atop Greek 
cliff, and though the sight 
good battling evil amid the 
stained-glass madonnas reso- 
nant, it’s not nearly much fun 
all the skulking that used 
those futuristic Ken Adams 
sets. And while it, 
the horrible henchman 
come expect from the 
world Bond? had Rich- 
ard Kiel Jaws, Lotte Lenya 
Rosa Klebb (the woman with the 
switchblade her shoe), Herve 
Villechaize nasty dwarf 
named Nick Nack, and the won- 
derful Harold Sakata Oddjob. 
For Your Eyes Only, get 
Michael Gothard Locque, 
wiry guy three-piece suit, and 
has personality whatso- 
ever. mean, the creep even wears 
glasses. 

Formula movies are most 
entertaining when they give 
what expect and then give 
more, too. But they can’t get away 
with giving less. Bond 
movie, one wants certain smirk- 
ing style, the parodistic style that 
whirls from Jamaica the 
Alps the Riviera and and out 
the company the rich and 
powerful, evincing all the while 
attitude perfect insouciance 
attitude that asks, 
everybody live this For 
Your Eyes Only has style 
all. The movie being sold 
though were can beer 
“This Bond’s for you,” say the 
coming-attractions trailers and 
the action seems tailored the 
six-pack crowd well. Where 
once there was mystery, intrigue, 
eroticism, and menace, now 
there’s nothing but stunts 
Smokey and the Bandit, Part III. 
One hears much ranting these 
days about the inflation Holly- 
wood budgets that it’s easy for- 
get about the big-budget movies 
that deliver. Moonraker was one 
the most expensive movies ever 
made, but the money, they say, 
was the screen. The belt- 
tightening Broccoli has done 
making For Your Eyes Only has 
only hurt it. This terribly 
down-to-earth Bond movie. 
high-speed chase through the 
jungle, Moore and Bouquet drive 
junky little Deux Chevaux; and 
except for some underwater se- 
quences involving something 
called Osel One- 
Man Atmospheric Submersible 
and other nobly titled creations 
the equipment pretty mun- 
dane: skis and motorcycles for 


the chase through bobsled run 
the Dolomite mountains, 
pitons and ropes for the gen- 
uinely scary mountain-climbing 
sequence Greece, helicopter 
for the well-staged opening chase 
over London. The director, John 
Glen, was the editor and stunt 
Secret Service, The Spy Who 
Loved Me, and Moonraker, and 
stunt film. Some 
the chases and fights are fairly 
amusing, but mostly tech- 
nical feats; there’s very little wit 
surprise them, and none 
the intricacy and rhythmic in- 
vention that one finds great 
action movie like Raiders the 
Lost Ark. Watching these chases 
ski runs and underwater and 
helicopters, one feels strangely 
placid and detached. It’s all 
familiar, this stuff; it’s all been 
done the other Bond movies 
much more spectacularly, and 
with much more verve. Even 
the attempts breathe new life 
into the old formulas are deadly 
Bill music, for instance, 
which sounds like send-up 
the sort stuff one hears 
Desiree Cousteau movies. For 
Your Eyes Only routine, jour- 
neyman’s Bond, and feels old, 
old, old. 

Well, all right: even James 
Bond has age. But not this way. 
dread the day when John Gard- 
new Bond, the one 
License Renewed, comes the 
screen. His 007 drives fuel-sav- 
ing Saab and smokes the British 
equivalent Carltons. mean, 
Bond must age, sur- 
render; needn’t become 
clean-living priss suit era 
diminished expectations and mor- 
alizing majorities.
